Submarine Phenix Fails

PARIS, 
France—f/P)—The 
French 


submarine Phenix with 63 men aboard 
was reported Friday to have failed to 
emerge from a dive off Saivon, French 
Indo-China, after 30 hours. 


Naval officers at Marseille said they 


had confirmation of the report, but 
the Navy Ministry al Paris insisted 
lhal it had "no information what-so- 
ever." 


In parliament circles it was said the 


communique was being held up while 
families of the men aboard were ad- 
vised. 


The Phenix is a 2,000-ton submarine. 
It was launched April 12, 1930. The 


normal crew consisted of G7 men—• 
bul only 59 men and four officers, a 
total of 62, were reported aboard the 
ill-faled vessel which has failed to 
emerge from a dive afler 30 hours. 


Tropical Hurricane 


Fails to Hit Coast 


Weather Man Puzzled by 


Behavior of Southern 


, Gale 


NEW ORLEANS—(/P)—The Weather 


bureau here said the freak tropical 
disturbance which did a loop off the 
Gulf coast was moving inland Friday 
in the Mobile-Pensacola area and was 
attended by winds up to 5 miles an 
hour at Pensocola. 


Hie center of the storm Friday morn- 


ing was reported near Mobile, A mes- 
sage said the disturbance diminished 
in intensity after moving inland. 


Loop Off Coast 


NEW ORLEANS—(/P)—A capricious 


offspring of the tropical hurricane 
family coasted up from the Yucalan 
right on schedule Thursday and then 
appeared to lose its nerve "about com- 
ing ashore. 


The adventurer from the storm nest 


found the federal hurricane service pa- 
trol in full operation on the June 15 
official opening of the hurricane sea- 
son. 


First the disturbance turned toward 


the northeast, then the northwest and 
finally, R. A. Dyke, principal'metcoro- 
logist o fthe Uniled Slates weather bu- 
reau here, said it went into a loop and 
its direction could not be predicted 
"until the forward movement pro- 
ceeds again." 


The puzzled weather man, from ob- 


servations, changed his rating of in- 
tensity of the storm from "slight to 
moderate" to "apparently slight" which 
indicated the possibility the distur- 
bance might blow itself out .before 
striking land. 


The weather bureau located the 


center of the disturbance at 12 noon, 
central standard time, about 130 miles 
soulh of Pensacola, Fla., attended 
by fresh to strong shifting winds and 
squalls. 


Its movement had been 
reported 


slight during the previous 12 hours as 
it hovered off the coast. 


The approach of the storm spurred 


the weather bureau and the coast 
guard to warn small craft to scurry 
to safety and caused coastal points to 
watch slowly-dropping barometers. 


The weather bureau forecasters said 


that if the storm struck the coast they 
did not anticipate serious damage to 
property along the resort seclions. 


Storm warnings remained displayed 


from Carrabelle, Fla., to Bay St. Louis, 
Miss., and small craft warnings from 
Port Eads to Grand Isje, La. 


Caution was advised for small ves-

on Every $10,000 Due 


on War Debts 


WASHINGTON.-(/P)-When the gov- 


ernment closed its war/ debt books 
Thursday night at the end of a semi- 
annual installment day, it found it had 
received 80 cents for each of $10,000 
due. 


Only one nation, Finland, paid in 


full— a payment of 5160,693. 


One other of the 13 debtors— Hun- 


gary, paid something on account— 
?9,828. 


One nation, Rumania, said it was 


ready to offer a setllement, but did 
not state its terms. 


Eight nations sent their regrets, to- 


gether with promises to discuss set- 
tlement at some time in the future. 
They were Esthonia, Great Britain, 
Latvia, Lithuania, Yugoslovia, Bel- 
gium, Poland and Italy. 


One nation, France, had not replied 


to the usual bill sent out every May, 
but her reply (of regrets) was expect- 
ed momentarily. 


The thirteenth had not replied be- 


cause the usual bill was not sent her. 
Czechoslovakia has disappeared.

cluding amounts not paid in vecent 
years, was $2,269,733,861.

Text! II Timothy i:|-fj 


I'hllemoii 1-7, 21, 22 


In addition to his lelter to the 


churches Paul wrote personal letters 
tp individuals, and some of these 
letters have been preserved. 
Out- 


standing among these are the two 
letters to Timothy, whom Paul call- 
ed his son in Ihe faith and his "be- 
loved child." 


Tirnolhy was Iho son of a Greek 


father and u Jewish mother, whom 
Paul had met on hois second visit 
to Lystra. 
His father's 
influence 


mus.t. have been favorable; but Paul 
speaks particularly of his grandmother 
Lois, and his mother, Eunice, in whom 
with Timolhy himself he says there 
was "unfeigned fnith" in Christ. Paul 
.evidently had no son of his own, and 
Tinipthy seems to have stoow al- 
most as near to him as if there had 
been blood relationship. 
Paul and 


Silas look Timothy with them when 
they left Lyslra during their second 
missionary journey. 


The 
companionship then formed, 


with 
its background of the 
high 


esteem in which Timothy was held 
in spile of his youth in the Christian 
community, continued to the end of 
Paul's life.' 


A young man of great ablitics and 


high promise does not Inways ful- 
fill his destiny. Hence il was lhala 
Paul urged Timolhy very strongly 
to "stir up the gift of God" that was 
in him. The brief section of Paul's 
letters to. Timothy found in the lesson 
ought to be read in connection with 
the entire two epistles to get the 
full atmosphere and effect ot Paul's 
exhortation to his young fellow dis- 
ciple. 


In the lelter to Philemon, 'Paul as- 


sociates Timohty wilh himself as a 
brother, and they address Philmon 
as "our beloved brother and fellow 
workcr."Philemon lived at Colossee, 
and he was probably a man of some 
wealth, for he owned slaves. The oc- 
casion of Paul's letter was a plea on 
behalf of a slave named Onesimus 
who had run away from his master, 
philomon, and had come under Paul's 
influence in Rome. 


The letter reveals the strange and 


powerful influences of Christianity in 
contact with a society where slavery 
was in existence. Under the influence 
of his conversion Onesimus was evi- 
dently ready to return to Philemon, 
accepting voluntarily a servitude a- 
gainst which he had formerly re- 
belled. Would Philemon receive him 
as a Christian brother, or would he 
treat him according lo the standards 
of the world as a runaway slave? 
The situation called for a)l of Paul's 
tact and slrategy, nnd he wisely ap- 
pealed lo Philemon by emphasizing 
first of all the spirit of love and 
brotherhood which Christianity en- 
joyed, and assuming thai Philemon 
accepted such'teach ing and would act 
in according with it. 


We do not know what was the re- 


sult, but we may assume that Paul's 
letlor had ils proper effect and that 
Onesimus was restored to 'he house 
of Philemon, still perhaps as a slave—' 
for the two men could not in tliem- 
slves effect 
a change in 
the in- 


slilulion of slavery—but with a very 
difercnl interrelationship nnd mutual 
altitude because of their common faith 
in a Muster whose whole purpose was 
lo free men from all the bonds of sin 
and slavery.

$170,000,000 Central Valley Project on 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin riv- 
ers in California-. It will lake 5,800,000 
barrels of cement to build the dam. 
Kaiser's company, Permanente Cor- 
piration, offered a net delivered price 
for this quantity of cement of $11,- 
025,892.80. 


But the six losing companies pro- 


tested. They argued that Permanente \ 
is not a qualified bidder, since it was 
neither a dealer in cement nor a man- 
ufacturer of cement when the bids 
were made. They cited various tech- 
nical irregularities in Pormanente's bid. 
And they objected vehemently to a 
delay-in-delivery clause which Per- 
manenle's bid contained . 


Brown lias now ruled that his office 


will not question the award, and the 
green light is on. 


A gap of a million and a half be- 


tween cement bids is practically unpre- 
cedented,, as far as the Bureau of Re- 
clamation is concerned. Officials there 
are delighted; they point out, too, that 
they will be buying much more cement 
for west coast dams in the near future.
